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Pair face 
charges 
over death 
of mother

TWO men have been 
charged in connection with 
the death of a West 
Bromwich mother, who was 
electrocuted in her flat more 
than five years ago. 

Emma Shaw, 22, was elec¬ 
trocuted while mopping up 
water from a leaky boiler, 
and died on December 14, 
2007. 

An inquest jury decided 
that the mother, of Jefferson 
Place in Grafton Road, West 
Bromwich, had been unlaw¬ 
fully killed. 

Staff from the Crown 
Prosecution Service in the 
West Midlands looked at the 
case and decided there were 
enough grounds to give 
police the go-ahead to charge 
two men. 

A 51-year-old and a 52- 
year-old, both from Rowley 
Regis, have been charged 
with offences under the 
Health and Safety at Work 
Act 1974 and will appear at 
Sandwell Magistrates’ 
Court on May 13. 

Miss Shaw left a young 
son, Brayden, who is being 
brought up by her former 
boyfriend Andrew Cross. 

Lift off for 
bread plant 

A NEW bread plant at Allied 
Bakeries’ factory in West 
Bromwich will be opera¬ 
tional by the end of this year. 

Work has begun at the site 
in Birmingham Road to 
replace two production lines 
making Kingsmill, Burgen, 
Allinson and Sunblest 
loaves. 

The bakery, Allied’s 
biggest in the UK, employs 
400. 

Planning permission for 
the new plant to cope with 
growing demand for its 
bread was given by Sandwell 
Council in September. 


SCHOOL 10 GET 
A £9m FACELIFT

A SANDWELL school has 
been given the go-ahead 
for a £9 million facelift. 

Ormiston Sandwell Community 
Academy in Tividale received 
approval for the project from 
Sandwell Council this week. 

It will involve pulling down and replac¬ 
ing some of its old buildings. 

Work will start at the school in Lower 
City Road in July to demolish three 1950s- 
built teaching blocks, an empty caretaker’s 
house and four temporary classrooms. 

A two-storey English, humanities, 
special needs and language department 
will be built in the centre of the school site. 

It will be linked to the remaining build¬ 
ings by overhead canopies. 

The move will enable the school to 
expand to cater for up to 1,080 pupils. It 
currently has 844 pupils. 

The school hopes the work will be com¬ 
pleted by spring 2015. 

Principal Marie McMahon, who joined 
the school in February from Hodge Hill 
Sports and Enterprise College, said: “The 
plans look amazing. 

Welcome 

“Our students are really looking forward 
to having the outstanding learning envi¬ 
ronment they so richly deserve. 

“I am so pleased to have joined the 
academy at this exhilarating time, and 
can’t wait to welcome the community to 
the finished facility.” 

Ms McMahon, who won the Midlands 
Headteacher of the Year Award last June, 
hopes to turn round the fortunes of the 
academy. 

The school, formerly called Tividale 
Community Arts College, was judged to be 
making satisfactory progress by Ofsted 
after being rated inadequate in January 
last year. 

Ms McMahon said: “2013 promises to be 
a landmark year for Ormiston Sandwell 
Community Academy. 

“Our results are predicted to rise again, 
and we are expecting record-breaking 
figures in the summer. 

“Alongside this, our exciting new phased 
programme of rebuilding and refurbishing 
commences. ”

PATROLS are being stepped 
up in a Tipton park after 
people were spotted drink¬ 
ing and taking drugs in the 
play area. 

Wardens will be increas¬ 
ing surveillance at Victoria 
Park, off Park Lane West, 
after complaints about anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Sandwell Council has said 
it has reported the problem 
to the police, who say that 
officers will carry out high- 
visibility patrols at the park. 

One concerned parent 
who lives near the park, but 
did not want to be named, 
said she felt “uncomfort¬ 
able” and left the park when 
youths arrived while she was 
there with her children. 

She said: “There were 
about four or five of them, in 
their early 20s, who were 
smoking and drinking while 
the children were around. 

“I know it wasn’t a ciga¬ 
rette they were smoking by 
the smell of it, and they had 
a full carrier bag of cans next 
to them at around 5pm. 

“Children enjoy going 
there, and it’s a really nice 
park, so it’s sad that they 
feel the need to go down 
there and do this.”

Sickles cost 
41,000 days 

THOUSANDS of days of 
work are being lost at the 
region’s councils due to staff 
calling in sick.

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Council launches battery recycling scheme 


SANDWELL residents will soon be 
able to recycle batteries and small 
electrical items from home. 

Sandwell Council and its waste 
partner Serco will launch the new 
collection scheme next month to 
boost recycling rates and cut down 
on expensive landfill taxes. 

Starter packs will be delivered to 
homes with an information leaflet, a 
small bag for batteries and a larger 


bag for electrical items. Residents 
can leave batteries out for recycling 
on their normal collection day and 
arrange to have small electrical 
items taken away by booking over 
the phone. 

Sandwell’s recycling rate has 
rocketed over the past three years - 
to around half of all domestic waste. 

Councillor Ian Jones, Sandwell’s 
cabinet member for safer neigh¬ 


bourhoods, said: “We pride our¬ 
selves on the first class waste and 
recycling service we deliver. This ini¬ 
tiative means our residents can 
recycle more than ever before from 
the convenience of their own home. 

“Recycling more also means we 
will send less to landfill, avoiding 
financial penalties.” 

Household batteries can be sealed 
in the bag provided and left it on top 


of the blue lid recycling bin. Collec¬ 
tion crews will leave a new bag. 

Car and industrial batteries will 
not be accepted. 

Small electrical items can be 
placed in the larger recycling bag. 
People can book a collection by 
calling Contact Sandwell on 0845 
359 7501. Larger items can be recy¬ 
cled at the recycling centre in Shidas 
Lane, Oldbury.

being awarded £287,334 by the Big Lottery 
Fund. 

The scheme, called Changing UR Health 
4 Life, includes new healthy cooking and 
active volunteering opportunities. 

YMCA project manager Luke Tyler said: 
“I am looking forward to launching the 
project within local communities across 
Sandwell, this being the first of many. It has 
so much to offer with exercise, cooking pro¬ 
grammes and access to training, with most 
services being free.” 


The project intends to provide communi¬ 
ties in Sandwell with the motivation, 
support and training to help make healthy 
changes for life. The scheme is aimed at 16 
to 35-year-olds. 

Participants will benefit from free 
lifestyle workshops, learning how to cook 
healthily and on a budget, as well as being 
able to obtain a food hygiene certificate. 
They will also be able to access volunteer¬ 
ing opportunities, as well as help to update 
their CVs. 


Participants will have exclusive access to 
special offers for relaxation treatments 
including Indian head massage and aro¬ 
matherapy, to reduce the stress that daily 
life can bring. 

Obesity among adults in Sandwell is one 
per cent up on last year, although the figure 
has fallen slightly among children. 

Around £250,000 was spent on child and

She said: “It is a life skill, and I think no 
parent takes their children to the pool in the 
hope they could swim at the Olympics.

“They take them so they could learn a life 
skill. It’s something that they are going to 
need at some point in their life.” 

Rebecca who recently became engaged to 
fellow swimmer Harry Needs said she had 
big plans for the future. 


The star, who was sporting a large engage¬ 
ment ring, said: “There is no date yet, but I 
hopefully plan to get married next year.” 

Before she walks down the aisle, though, 
the star did admit she would love to follow in 
the footsteps of fellow Olympian, the cyclist 
Victoria Pendleton, and take a turn on the 
Strictly Come Dancing ballroom floor. 

She said: “I would absolutely love to do it. 
But it’s something you can’t ask to do, you 
have to wait to be asked.” 

Rebecca said although she has retired she 
has no plans to rest on her laurels. 

She said she was still very passionate 
about swimming and planned to be involved 
in both grassroots swimming and with work 
with elite athletes.

Mesty Croft Academy, St Lukes Road, closed 
its own kitchens after leaving education author¬ 
ity control in November 2011. Since then hot 
lunches have been provided by meals on wheels 
catering firm Breaking Bread, in one of the first 
projects of its kind in the Midlands. 

But Mr Kirby said everyone was embracing the 
new system with double the number of pupils 


having hot dinners than when they were made in 
the school’s own kitchens. 

“We were down to 50 but, with the service we 
have now, we’re getting 104/105 pupils a day 
choosing to have a hot lunch,” he said. “We’re 
very pleased with the way it’s working.” 

Up to now provision for pupils aged three to 
five was taking place in separate parts of the 
school but the new early years unit will bring 
them all under one roof. 

The £110,000 grant will cover the total cost of 
work. 


Mountain bike trail 
nearing completion 


WORK on a £130,000 moun¬ 
tain bike trail in West 
Bromwich is well on track 
and part of it could be open 
within weeks. 

The 2.5km track is being built in 
Jubilee Woods near Swan Pool, 
Sandwell Valley, and is expected to 
open in time for the summer holidays 
in July. 

There is also a new “pump track” 
near to the main visitor centre, and a 
short distance from the cycle hire 
shop. 

A council spokesman said that was 
virtually complete and could be open 
within weeks, subject to a final safety 
check. 

The construction of the trail has 
been commissioned by Sandwell 
Council’s, parks and countryside 
management section with the help of 
Cycling in Sandwell, a local group 
which has been awarded funding to 
contribute to the trail’s construction. 

Popular 

A working group will eventually be 
set up to help maintain the trail once 
it is complete. 

The area being used for the trail is 
a section of woodland that was a 
former colliery site. 

It is said to lend itself well to moun¬ 
tain biking. 

Cabinet member for neighbour¬ 
hood services Councillor Ian Jones 
said: “The mountain bike track will 
be extremely popular in the borough 
and will attract people from all over 
the region. 

“We hope to have it completed and 
open in time for the school summer 
holiday and it will be a marvellous 
way for teenagers to keep fit and 
healthy while at the same time having 
a great deal of fun.” 

The trail is designed and built by 
Sheffield’s Bike Track Company.

deliver or remove fluids to 
and from the body. 

The device will also 
reduce the risk of needle- 
stick injuries, protecting 
patients and healthcare staff 
alike. 

Liz Green, haemoglo- 
binopathy lead nurse at the 
trust, said: “Studies have 
shown that the more times 
the hub of devices such as 
catheters are exposed to the 
atmosphere, the more likely 
they are to be colonised by 
bacteria. 

“The device closes this 
hub and therefore reduces 
the risk of infection to the 
patient. 

“The device also helps 
prevent needle-stick 

injuries, when the needle 
slips and injures the health¬ 
care worker.”

Birthday school's Ofsted celebrations 


STAFF at a school in Great Barr are having 
a double celebration after achieving their 
best-ever Ofsted results - in the school’s 
50th year. 

Grove Vale Primary was rated as out¬ 
standing across the board in a recent inspec¬ 
tion by the education watchdog. It had been 
marked as good in its inspection in 2008. 

The school joined forces with Holy 
Trinity CofE Primary, West Bromwich, last 
year, sharing resources and ideas. 

It has followed in Holy Trinity’s footsteps 
as that school last week moved from being 
an “inadequate” school to one which 


“requires improvement”. Grove Vale head¬ 
teacher Alison Connop said she and staff 
were delighted with the top grading. 

“It’s a very impressive achievement for 
us,” she added. “Following our last inspec¬ 
tion in 2008 we have been striving to get 
outstanding. 

“We’re so proud of all the staff and chil¬ 
dren who have worked so hard towards this. 

“We were so happy to demonstrate to 
Ofsted that everything here is outstanding 
- not just on the day of the inspection but all 
the time.” 

Inspectors praised Grove Vale, which has 


414 pupils, for its leadership, which Ofsted 
said “promotes the highest possible expecta¬ 
tion for achievement”. 

The report added: “Pupils’ exemplary 
attitude to learning ensures pupils’ full con¬ 
centration and involvement in lessons. 

“There has been a relentless drive to 
improve all aspects of the school’s work.” 

The governing body was also praised for 
its support given to staff and pupils. 

The move to become a federation with 
Holy Trinity is one that has led to almost 
instant success, and Mrs Connop said the 
two schools had worked hard to make it 


work so well. “Federations are a growing 
trend in Sandwell,” she added. “We’re very 
different schools but we’ve got really good 
community links, and we share the same 
vision. There are things that Holy Trinity 
did well that we adopted and vice versa.” 

Grove Vale rated outstanding in all four 
areas it was judged on - the achievement of 
pupils, the quality of teaching, behaviour 
and safety of pupils and the quality of lead¬ 
ership and management. 

The school, in Monksfield Avenue, has 
lined up a host of activities to mark its 50th 
anniversary in July. 


The gang that terrorised 
town has its reign ended 


THEY terrorised a Sandwell 
town - threatening a supermarket 
boss, drivers and restaurant cus¬ 
tomers even with a gun during 
their reign of terror. But that cam¬ 
paign is now over. 

The gang of five can no longer associate 
with each other publicly and are banned 
from entry parts of Oldbury and Quinton 
under an order imposed by the courts. 

James Evans, aged 24, Scott Cotterill, 18, 
Michael Griffiths, 19, Steven Griffiths, aged 
20, and Jamie Price, 20, answered for their 
campaign at Sandwell Magistrates Court 
last week. 

The order even prevents the Griffiths 
brothers associating with each other pub¬ 
licly in Sandwell despite living together. 

Dale Oakley, a duty manager at the Co-op 
store on Hagley Road West, Oldbury, gave 
evidence in the hearing. 

He said: “They had come in the shop 
several times and as recently as last week 
one of them had come in and asked to see the 
manager. 

“They said there were going to wait for me 
and kill me. They had threatened to kill my 
family in the past. 

“As company policy what we do is verbally 
ban someone from the shop then get the 
police to hand over the letter so the staff are 
obviously aware who they are.” 

Catalogue 

The court heard how despite a temporary 
Asbo being active since January, Evans and 
the two Griffiths brothers had breached the 
order. 

Mr Michael Singleton, who represented 
Sandwell Council, gave a catalogue of crim¬ 
inal events involving the five men dating 
back to 2008. 

This included an allegation that Price, 
formerly of Fountain Lane, Oldbury, and 
now living in Walsall, held a gun to the head 
of a resident in Gardland Crescent in 2009. 

Steven Griffiths of Wolverhampton Road, 
Oldbury, was convicted in 2009 for burglary 
and theft and then later for being drunk and 
disorderly in a public place, namely 
Quinton. 

His brother Michael admitted in the 
hearing he attacked a member of staff at Big 
John’s Restaurant on Hagley Road West in 
the town in 2011. 

He told the court he acted within reason

because “he’d paid his money and had to 
wait 30 minutes for his food”. 

The pair were with Price when it’s 
claimed a chair was thrown at a customer of 
the McDonald’s restaurant on Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Road in May as well as punching 
another patron several times in the face. 

Evans, described as the gang’s leader, is 
alleged to have stood on a M5 bridge in April 
2010 attempting to throw bollards onto the 
carriageway. Two months before this inci-

dent it’s claimed he caused damage to a bus 
by stabbing the seat with a knife and then 
making threats to the driver. 

Convicted 

Cotterill was already serving an Asbo 
handed to him in November 2011 with the 
council seeking an extension to the order. 

However, late last year he was convicted 
of an attempted robbery. 

Mr Chris Gibbons, who was representing

four of the men, asked Cotterill why he 
shouldn’t have the order extended, he said:

Evans was given an additional stipulation 
banning him from the Hagley Road West Co¬ 
op store.

Pat still gets a kick 
from life in football 


Pat Wright has spent more than 
half a century in football but still 
has passion for the game and for 
encouraging the new generation. 

CRAIG HUGHES meets him 


HE was a professional foot¬ 
baller, coached future interna¬ 
tionals and worked for greats 
such as Brian Clough and Don 
Revie. 

The passion for football is showing no 
signs of dwindling for 72-year-old Pat 
Wright. The football fanatic, who origi¬ 
nally hails from Oldbury, launched his 
academy more than 30 years ago after a 
playing career which started in Birming¬ 
ham as a teenager. 

After well over 200 first team games 
with spells at Blues, club captain at 
Shrewsbury, Derby and Portsmouth, he 
went on to manage and coach in the 
Middle East. 

Pat originally got involved in coaching 
during his late 20s, while still playing, and 
has gone on to develop hundreds of young 
players through his own football academy. 

Boss 

Former England and Aston Villa mid¬ 
fielder Lee Hendrie, Republic of Ireland 
centre-half Sean St Ledger and ex-West 
Bromwich Albion and current Leicester 
winger Lloyd Dyer are just some to have 
honed their skills under his tutelage. 

He has worked with current Walsall 
boss Dean Smith and former Saddlers 
defender Stuart Watkiss, who went on to 
manage Kidderminster Harriers and 
Mansfield. 

The lifestyles of the current crop of foot¬ 
ballers are a world away from the when he 
started. Pat, who played right back and 
was a West Bromwich Albion fan as a 
child, was spotted by scouts at Birming¬ 
ham when 15. He was part time by the 
time he made his debut aged 19, also 
working as an engineer at London Works 
(Barlows) Ltd in Oldbury. 

He would regularly go to work, then 


trainings, not getting home until 9pm, 
as he came through the ranks - even 
later when there was an away game. 

“I used to get up at 6.30am, work until 
5pm and then go to St Andrew’s three 
nights a week,” he said. “Now they talk 
about players being tired but its a load 
of rubbish. 

“Putting that shirt on, even playing in 
the seventh team, was a tremendously 
proud feeling, then graduating through 


to the first team. It was just a fantastic 
feeling to get out and play in front of big 
crowds.” 

When at Shrewsbury he got the call to 
link up with Clough at Derby in 1967. 
“He had terrific standards, discipline, 
you had got to do things right,” said Pat. 

He became player-manager at non¬ 
league Waterlooville and also did coach¬ 
ing at Portsmouth at the same time. 
Then he was contacted by former 


Coventry chairman and former Match Of 
The Day presenter Jimmy Hill in the 
1970s to help assist Saudi Arabia. 

During that time he came across the old 
Leeds boss and United Arab Emirates 
chief Don Revie. Pat sought him out and 
they went on to work together. 

The father-of-one, who now lives in 
Great Barr, enjoyed his time in the Middle 
East where he got to play alongside 
England World Cup winning captain 
Bobby Moore and goalkeeper Ray 
Clemence. 

Working alongside Clough and Revie 
reinforced his commitment to discipline 
and his work ethic. It helped fuel his 
desire to coach talented youngsters. 

Stunted 

“I just love football, I love seeing kids 
develop,” he said. “I get tremendous pride 
seeing them become internationals. 

“Our kids at the moment, because 
clubs are bringing a lot of foreign players 
over, are being stunted. My passion is to 
get as many English kids as we can to a 
good level of football. 

“You won’t get anywhere in football if 
you haven’t got a great work ethic, a 
tremendous attitude and coachability, 
that is listening and understanding what 
the coach says.” 

He also remembers having the current 
Saddlers boss as a youngster. 

“I am very, very proud of what Dean has 
done and he is going to be an outstanding 
manager. He is playing the game properly 
and he talks a proper game. He was a stal¬ 
wart at Walsall and he has done an out¬ 
standing job.” 

Pat’s academy runs at St Francis of 
Assisi School in Erdington Road, 
Aldridge, on Wednesdays from 6 to 
7.30pm. He has launched a new class for 
five to six years-olds which has been 
inspired by the Barcelona system to teach 
technique and discipline. 

Sessions are also held for six to 11 year- 
olds on a Friday 6.30-7.30pm and for 
those aged 11 to 16 between 7.30 and 
9pm.

Academy is 
given £500k 

for a boost 
to football 


THE RSA Academy in Tipton has been 
awarded £500,000 by the Football Foundation 
to create a football pitch and build a sports 
pavilion. The grant will allow the school to 
develop first-class sports facilities for itself 
and community. ■ b y Naomi Dunning 


It will use the funding to 
install a third generation 
football pitch - a long pile 
synthetic surface filled with 
sand and or rubber. 

The pitch will replace the 
15-year-old synthetic 
surface. 

The pavilion at the 
Bilston Road school will 
have two changing rooms, 
changing and shower facili¬ 
ties for referees and a 
kitchen so that refresh¬ 
ments can be provided at 
matches. 

Work will start in July, 
and continue through the 
school’s summer holidays. It 
is due to be completed in the 
autumn. 

Academy principal Sally 
Weale said: “This is brilliant 
news for the community of 
Tipton, and I know that all 
of our local community foot¬ 
ball teams will be as excited 
about this as we are. 


“We are very grateful to 
the Football Foundation for 
providing the funding 
which will enable us to 
upgrade our facilities.” 

Foundation chief execu¬ 
tive Paul Thorogood said: 
“The RSA Academy has 
been extremely energetic 
and has worked tirelessly in 
partnership with the Birm¬ 
ingham FA to secure this 
funding. 

“I am thrilled to see their 
hard work rewarded with 
this substantial Football 
Foundation grant.” 

The foundation has 
awarded around 8,000 
grants, worth more than 
£420m, towards improving 
grassroots sport, which it 
has used to attract addi¬ 
tional partnership funding 
of more than £520m. 

Across the Birmingham 
FA, it has awarded 100 
grants worth £14.5m.

New training centre to 
help 180 people a year

AROUND 180 unemployed 
people every year will be 
offered construction train¬ 
ing when a centre opens in 
Smethwick. 

Those on benefits will be able to 
learn skills and gain qualifications 
in plastering, brickwork and 
groundwork when the new North¬ 
ern School of Plastering and Parti¬ 
tioning (NSPP) opens its in the 
summer. 

NSPP was given the green light 
by Sandwell Council planning 
bosses last week to fit out the 
centre for a site on Crystal Drive in 
Sandwell Business Park, and the 
plan is to open on July 1. 

The firm gets funding from the 
Government to train those out of 
work, and can offer courses to 
anyone on benefits, such as job 
seekers and disability allowance or 
housing. 

Spending 

Managing director Dennis 
Whaites said: “We offer level two 
City and Guild qualifications, and 
we are looking at having about 180 
people in to the centre per year. 

“The courses are of different 
lengths, and we also do employa¬ 
bility qualifications such as CV 
building, working in a team and 
functional skills such as maths and 
English, for those who need it.” 

The company is spending 
around £45,000 kitting out the 
centre, and is taking on eight 
people as trainers and administra¬ 
tors. 

In a letter sent to planning 
bosses, Mr Whaites said: “Staff 
work extensively with local 
employers to develop a workforce 
capable of meeting the local and 
national needs of the construction 
industry.”

“Good morning world. It was so nice going down 
stairs this morning to everything looking lovely. 
This house is looking like a home again; I really 
can’t thank Bill McCance and his team from Forces 
Support enough. I love it! You have no idea what a 
difference you have all made to my life. For the first 
time in 2 years and 4 months, I really wanted to get 
myself out of bed this morning xxx” 

We received this 1 year on in January 2013: 

“Thank you for everything you all did for me Bill, you gave me some control back and I have 
since moved into my Daughters flat and she and my 3 
Grandchildren live in the house. Paris my Granddaughter 
not only has her own bedroom, but they have a safe 
garden to enjoy. They have never had a garden before. 

They have what they call Uncle Jamie’s corner, which is 
helping them with the grieving process. You didn’t just 
help me, everything you did is now helping 3 children 
who miss their Uncle very much - so thank you just 
doesn’t seem enough xx”

HUGE glass windows and 
eye-catching architecture - 
this picture shows the 
planned modern face of a 
rejuvenated church at the 
heart of Cradley. 

Proposals to revamp Providence 
Methodist Church to help regenerate 
the town have been revealed through a 
series of artist’s impressions. 

Towering glass windows pouring 
light into modern community rooms 
with sculpted walkways leading people 
from the church to an open public 
square have been showcased. Exact 


figures on how much it will cost will be 
worked out after further discussions 
with architects. 

Residents and church members 
were asked what facilities they would 
like to see at the revamped church. 
These ideas have help shape the 
designs. 

Gentle 

The church, off Windmill Hill, will be 
refurbished and a social cafe, training 
kitchen and apartments built as part of 
a Cradley Community Hub. 

The refurbished building will house 
the lunch club, gentle exercise and 
dance workshops as well as a local 


nursery and space for sports including 
badminton and aerobics. 

Church members also want to link 
with the welfare group Black Country 
Foodbank, which supplies vital food 
and clothing to struggling families. 

It is hoped the foodbank would 
become tenants of the neighbouring 
Orchard Works, a former Sunday 
School off Windmill Hill. 

The foodbank will use it as a distri¬ 
bution point, advice centre and train¬ 
ing kitchen. 

Church member Hannah Wilkinson- 
Jones said the church was “very 
excited” about the plans.

The return of Motown UK

AS the huge Jaguar Land 
Rover engine plant begins 
to take shape on 154, bring¬ 
ing big time motor manu¬ 
facturing to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, it is easy to forget 
there was a time when the 
city was the UK’s equiva¬ 
lent of Detroit, a veritable 
Motown UK. 

In the late Victorian era Wolver¬ 
hampton was the main bicycle 
manufacturing town in the 
country. There there were more 
than 30 cycle makers, and it was 
inevitable that many would turn to 
motor-cycle and car making. 

The first was Star, which built its 
first car, based on the German Benz 
in 1896. Sunbeam made its first car 
just round the corner in Upper Vil- 
liers Street in 1899. 

Across the town, the Electric 
Construction Company was soon 
dabbling in electric vehicles. The 
Stevens brothers were soon making 
fine motor-cycle engines, and then

motor-cycles under the name AJS, 
and a Northampton motor-cycle 
manufacturer, Clyno, which used 
Stevens’ engines, moved to Pelham 
Street to be near their supplier. 

Sunbeamland, the home of 
Sunbeam bikes, began making 
motor-cycles in 1911, while Star 
began producing cars under the 
name Starling and Briton, as well 
as its own. By the First World War 
Star was the sixth largest car 
maker in Britain and Sunbeam 
were third. 

Sprang 

Just before the war, Sydney Guy 
left the Sunbeam to start his own 
commercial vehicle factory on the 
other side of town in Park Lane, in 
time to pick up large military 
orders for his Guy trucks. 

After the war Guy and Clyno 
joined Star and Sunbeam in build¬ 
ing cars, and a host of motor-cycle 
manufacturers sprang up in 
Wolverhampton to join AJS, 


Sunbeam and Clyno, among them 
Diamond, Wolf and HRD. The Vil- 
liers company began making two 
stroke engines, and across town 
next to Guy Motors, Henry 
Meadows was formed to make gear¬ 
boxes and later, diesel engines. 

In the late 1920s one by one the 
major companies shut down, begin¬ 
ning with Clyno, and ending with 
the mighty Sunbeam in 1935. 

Guy Motors remained the only 
large vehicle manufacturer, with 
Villiers and Meadows making 
engines. 

These companies were joined by 
the Turner sports car company at 
Wolverhampton Airport, but the 
second decline began with the 
closure of Henry Meadows in the 
early 1960s, and finishing with the 
closure of Guy Motors, despite it 
being still profitable, because it 
competed with other parts of 
British Leyland. 

Ironically Guy had been taken 
over by Jaguar, which became part 
of British Leyland, and now it’s 
Jaguar bringing jobs back to the 
city.

Complaints about the amount of time it takes for work to 
be done has forced bosses to introduce a 30-day target 
system. Council chiefs say they want to make big improve¬ 
ments and are determined to provide a better service. 


Sandwell Homes, the 
council’s housing arm, is 
introducing the 30-day 
repairs policy after tenants 
said they wanted work to be 
speeded up. 

Former cabinet member 
for housing Councillor 
Simon Hacket said there 
was a clear determination 
to get big improvements to 
the service as soon as possi¬ 
ble. 

He said: “When housing 
services came back into the 
council I said that we would 
maintain the excellent 
work done by Sandwell 
Homes, and that we would 
work to improve some 
areas. 

Determined 

“It is clear that tenants 
feel that there should be an 
improvement in repairs and 
I am determined that we 
will work to ensure that 
there are better services in 
the future.” 

Councillor Hackett said 
the 30-day repair target had 
been introduced, which 
should bring some improve¬ 
ments to the services for 
repairs to items such as 
floors, general brickwork, 
plastering and fencing, 
water tanks and hot water 
cylinders. 

Other type of work

covered by the 30 day target 
includes replacement 
doors, kitchen furniture 
and bathroom sanitary 
ware - but not all repairs 
will be covered by the new 
scheme. 

Councillor Hackett 
added: “We have reviewed 
the time scales and now we 
are working to delivering 
our repairs within 30 days, 
apart from some larger 
work. 

“There will be a small 
number of repairs of a spe¬ 
cialist nature that will take 
longer than 30 days, includ¬ 
ing structural repairs, com¬ 
plete roof replacements and 
replacement PVC windows. 

“Over time we will be 
looking to make even more 
improvements to the 
service. 

“We will look to reduce 
this 30-day period and bring 
in as many of the repairs 
that are excluded into this 
30-day period too.” 

Management of 

Sandwell’s social housing 
stock, which houses 29,000 
tenants in the borough, 
returned to council control 
on January 1 after eight 
years with Sandwell 
Homes, which was a sepa¬ 
rate organisation.

whether we should change the 
opening times of the market. 

Voting 

“The letter explained that this 
would bring the market into line 
with most of the shops in the Kings 
Square centre and would reflect 
the fact that many stallholders did 
not open their stalls before 9am.” 

He said: “Over 90 per cent of the 
traders that returned their voting 
forms stated that they were in 
favour of amending the market 
opening times.” 

But Ninder Johal, president of 
Sandwell’s Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said: “Traders need every 
opportunity to sell their products. 
I expect the reduced opening hours 
will be detrimental to traders. It 
reduces the opportunity for con¬ 
sumers to make purchases when 
it’s convenient for them.”

Community groups and charities 
have secured money from the council’s 
Warm Homes, Healthy People Fund.

Devastation awaits 
in a race against time 


A ctors have come and gone, 
villains have been vanquished 
and planets have been 
investigated, some in the blink of an 
eye. 

But one constant in the world of 
Doctor Who is his trusty Tardis. 

Its initials stand for time and 
relative dimensions in space, it 
was created by the Time Lords and 
was supposedly already out of date 
when the Doctor stole it so he could 
use it to explore the galaxy. 
Nevertheless, it still seems pretty 
cutting-edge to us. 

As any self-respecting Whovian will 
be aware, these intergalactic craft can 
travel in time as well as space, and 
are supposed to have a working 
chameleon circuit that changes the 
ship’s appearance so that it blends in 
with its surroundings wherever it 
materialises. 

But the Doctor’s machine has been 
stuck in the shape of a 1960s-style 
police box since the first adventure, 

An Unearthly Child, way back in 1963, 
when it was first seen standing in IM 
Foreman’s junkyard on Totter’s Lane in 
Shoreditch._ 


The decision to use a police 
box was originally down to economics 
- it was simply cheaper to use 
that prop rather than create 
something futuristic-looking. Anthony 
Coburn, while rewriting the sci-fi 
drama’s opening episode, is credited 
with the idea, and deserves a 
massive pat on the back, not least 
from the BBC - the Tardis is now a 
registered trademark, and the 
corporation must have earned 
thousands of pounds from selling 
replicas over the years. 

The Tardis is also bigger on 
the inside than it is on the 
outside, and contains many more 
areas than just the familiar console 
room. 

We’ve had glimpses or heard 
hints of them before, but this 
week, we’ll see a whole lot more 
when it’s captured by a spaceship 
salvage team - with Clara trapped 
inside. 

The Doctor persuades the motley 
bunch to help him find her, taking 
them on a journey into the heart of 
the Tardis none of them will ever 
forget. _ 


“You will go to the heart of the 
Tardis, you’ll see more of the Tardis 
more properly than you’ve ever seen 
before,” promises Doctor Who 
showrunner Steven Moffat. 

“Years ago when I was a kid, in the 
Radio Times there was a little article 
saying ‘in this week’s episode the 
many rooms of the Tardis are 
revealed! I couldn’t wait for Saturday. 

But there was a problem with the 
scenery and they shot it all in a 
disused hospital and it was so 
disappointing. 

“I thought that some day I will do 
what I can to get into television and do 
it properly, and that worked out!” 

A swimming pool was seen in that 
episode (The Invasion of Time, an 
adventure starring Tom Baker’s fourth 
Doctor, and it was mentioned once 
more, along with a library, in Matt 
Smith’s debut The Eleventh Hour). So 
will it turn up again? 

“I’m not telling you anything except 
that there’s way more than a 
swimming pool,” smiles Moffat. 

Crikey - we can hardly wait to see 
what’s in store! _

Jaguar's sensational F-Type answers hype 


By Ian Dooley 


It’s been a long wait, but finally it’s 
here. Jaguar’s F-Type has had one 
of the longest build-ups of any car in 
recent years, but all thehype now 
has to stop and the car itself is 
required to do the talking. 

Jaguar says the F-Type is its first ‘proper’ 
sports car in 52 years, and as the name sug¬ 
gests, it has to follow in the footsteps of the E- 
Type. Massive shoes to fill, of course, but view 
one alongside the other and you can see lineage, 
not pastiche. 

The F-Type nods to its great-grandparent in 
the cut-off nose and high rear deck, but it’s a 
thoroughly modern design. 

It pulls the neat trick of looking sensational 
in a range of colours and the option of light or 
dark wheels gives extra scope for tailoring. 
Looks-wise, it’s a solid-gold hit. 

And it’s clever with it, being sculpted out of 
aluminium just like the bigger XJ saloon. That 
helps to keep the weight down while remaining 
as strong as a conventional steel structure, and 
ups the recyclability too. 

It’s a convertible only, of course, but the wise 
decision to stick with a fabric roof means a 12- 
second raising or lowering routine and noun- 
sightly design compromises. It’s a strict 
two-seater and the boot ismodest but you could

fit a generous weekend’s luggage in there 
without having to skimp. Approach the door 
and you press a button to pop out the flush- 
fitting door handle - a feature that keeps the 
overall design slick - and drop into the driver’s 
seat. 

It’s snug but not cramped, and aside from the 
button-covered steering wheel, the cabin is a 
lesson in simplicity. A row of straightforward 
switches, the familiar Jag touchscreen and neat 
climate controls complete the job. The joystick¬ 
like gear lever encourages you to ‘fire’ it when 
selecting Drive by pushing the trigger-like 
button; a clever ploy to get you in the mood. 

The three-model range comprises of the F- 
Type V6, F-Type V6S and the top V8S. But 
there’s no such thing as an ‘entry-level’ model 
here. The only thing telling them apart is a dis¬ 
creet badge front and rear plus quad exhaust 


pipes on the V8S. Fire it up and there is a sur¬ 
prisingly strident crackle from the exhaust, 
another area where there has been effort 
expended to deliver the right kind of feel. Set off 
in the standard V6 and there’s an instant 
feeling of ‘rightness’. The steering is quick and 
accurate but smooth, the ride quality is imme¬ 
diately impressive while remaining in firm 
touch with the road. 

Squeeze 

Left to its own devices, the eight-speed auto¬ 
matic shifts quickly and smoothly and you can 
surf along on the generous torque. 

It’s sporty, but it’s still a Jaguar. It won’t be 
long before you want to up the pace and you 
have a choice in how you go about this. 

A simple squeeze of the accelerator releases 
another chunk of torque while the gearbox will 


shift down if required, but ideally you’ll hit the 
switch to put it into Dynamic mode. Depending 
on the model, this opens up the exhaust, sharp¬ 
ens throttle and gearbox response, stiffens the 
suspension and reduces assistance to the steer¬ 
ing. The most dramatic change comes in the 
noise from the exhaust. Squeeze the accelera¬ 
tor hard and you get a sophisticated but vocal 
rasp, and when you back off there’s half-a- 
dozen loud crackles too. You’ll do it on purpose 
just to hear it over and over. 

Smooth and effortless though it is, the F- 
Type really shines whenpressing on. The 
surety of its responses instils plenty of confi¬ 
dence,and as you start to push it harder 
through challenging bends, it just keeps on 
gripping, staying flat and controlled whatever 
the surface is doing. 

It deals with broken surfaces remarkably 


well, but you can tweak all the individual 
Dynamic settings and soften the suspension 
again if desired. Even if you don’t, it’s never 
harsh. It’s unquestionably fast too. 

The F-Type starts with 335bhp, and if you 
never sampled the more powerful versions, 
you’d think it was plenty. With eight gears to 
flick through, the supercharged V6 spins up 
quickly and always has torque to spare. 

But if you can spare the extra cash, the 
375bhp of the V6S is welcome. On the other 
hand, the V8S is a monster; the chassis is more 
than capable of coping with almost 490bhp, and 
the resulting acceleration, speed and noise are 
truly breathtaking - it’s a devilish delight. 

We’ve waited patiently for the F-Type and the 
truth is Jaguar has delivered a truly superb car. 

It has the looks and performance beyond 
what you might hope for, but better than that, 
it also rides superbly, is easy to use and has 
some smart design too. For sports cars at least, 
2013 belongs to Jaguar.

Albion redeemed by 
second-half display

THE latest instalment of Albion’s 
season encapsulated the whole 
campaign in 90 minutes. 

It just happened to be in reverse, writes 
Steve Madeley. 

The Hawthorns draw against Newcastle 
was disjointed, frustrating and under¬ 
whelming at the start but purposeful, excit¬ 
ing and impressive by the end. 

It was pretty much the opposite of the 
season the Baggies are producing in their 
first year under Steve Clarke’s guidance. 

It was a day of contrasting emotions at 
Albion HQ, from poignancy and pride before 
the game, to irritation and anger early on, to 
enjoyment and relief at a second-half display 
that reminded everyone just why Clarke’s 
men sit in a hugely pleasing Premier League 
position despite a fragmented second half to 
their campaign. 

English 

It was a red-letter day for Billy Jones, the 
scorer of Albion’s equaliser. 

The full-back became the first English¬ 
man to score for the club in the Premier 
League this season as he grabbed his maiden 
Baggies goal to earn Clarke’s side a point 
they deserved in spite of a first-half display 
as poor as home fans have seen since the no- 
show against Villa in September. 

If beating Liam Ridgewell in the fight for 
English goalscoring honours pleased Jones, 
the latest all-action performance of his most 
impressive run of form since joining the club 
must have delighted him. 

The former Crewe and Preston player’s 
apparent coming of age in the last month has 
been arguably the most encouraging aspect 
of a post-Christmas period in which Clarke’s 
side have struggled to maintain the soaring 
standards they set back in the autumn. 

The afternoon began with a moving 
tribute to one of the Baggies’ finest servants 
as 25,671 people, including his widow and 
daughters, gave a standing ovation to Dave 


Matthews, the kitman of more than half a 
century whose unexpected passing last week 
left so many former colleagues at the club 
stunned and saddened. 

Memories of Matthews and the moments 
of reflection put into perspective anything 
that followed. But Clarke’s men had a job to 
do and for much of the first half they were 
unable to get themselves out of first gear. 

If the mission for Albion was to prove that 
Premier League safety has not blunted their 
competitive edge, then the opening 45 
minutes on Saturday was a resounding 
failure. 

The second half, however, suggested they 
have enough reserves of desire and commit¬ 
ment in their collective tank to fuel them for 
the final five games of the season. 

So, by the final whistle, it was impossible 
to determine for certain which period best 


represented the current state of the Baggies’ 
psyche. There was little before half-time to 
show they were up the fight as a Newcastle 
side, still looking nervously over their shoul¬ 
ders, had things far too easy. 

When Albion had the ball, they failed to 
keep it. When the visitors had possession, 
Clarke’s men did not do nearly enough to 
force Alan Pardew’s outfit into mistakes. 
The result was a one-sided half in which the 
Magpies claimed a justified lead and could so 
easily have found themselves out of sight. 

They struck on nine minutes when Yoan 
Gouffran glanced a Papiss Cisse cross past a 
flat-footed Ben Foster as Albion gave the pair 
the freedom of the penalty area. They might 
have claimed further reward when Foster 
made smart saves from Steven Taylor and 
Yohan Cabaye, and when Cisse intercepted a 
dreadful Jonas Olsson pass but sent a disap-

pointing shot over the crossbar. 

But Albion, who were denied a possible 
penalty late in the first half, were a team 
transformed in the second. Toon keeper Rob 
Elliot had to redeem himself quickly with a 
smart save when he dropped a Marc-Antoine 
Fortune shot at the feet of half-time substi¬ 
tute Shane Long, and a re-energised Romelu 
Lukaku headed against the crossbar from a 
corner. 

It came as little surprise when Fortune, 
James Morrison and Lukaku linked up to 
create the equaliser on 64 minutes, although 
few would have tipped right-back Jones as 
the man to provide the cool, left-footed 
finish. 

Morrison had the chance to give Albion all 
three points, only for Elliot to save his late 
header. But a point apiece was a fair 
outcome.

YOUTH AT NEW HUB 


ALBION’S academy has officially moved to its 
new £1.3m base opposite The Hawthorns. 

The Baggies’ youth set-up moved into the site in Halfords 
Lane after more than six months of renovation work. 

The club have converted the former Tom Silk Building, 
which housed the Albion Foundation until last year, into 
dressing rooms and classrooms. 


A car park between the 
new academy building and 
the Baggies’ indoor pitch has 
been turned into an outdoor 
surface to be used by 
Albion’s youngsters. 

The work in Halfords 
Lane is part of an overall 
project worth £2.5m to 
upgrade academy facilities, 
with money also being spent 
on pitches at the Great Barr 
training ground. 

Albion have committed 
£3m a year to fund player 
development after being 
awarded category one status 
- the highest ranking - in 
the Premier League’s Elite 
Player Performance Plan. 

Nurture 

Sporting and technical 
director Richard Garlick 
said: “The new facilities are 
part of the club’s wider 
investment in the academy. 

“We are endeavouring to 
create the best environment 
in which to develop and 
nurture young talent. 

“When the Premier 
League saw our plans for the 
redevelopment of the Hal¬ 
fords Lane site, they 
described it as ‘the creation 
of a footballing hub’ - and we 
believe that is exactly what 
we have achieved.” 

The new building will 
house the Baggies’ 20 
academy staff and will be 
used by more than 200 
players aged between six 
and 18, whose academic edu¬ 
cation takes place at the 
neighbouring Sandwell 
Academy School.

FORMER Baggies and 
Walsall star Tony Grealish 
has died at the age of 56 
after a battle with cancer. 

Tigerish midfielder Greal¬ 
ish played for Albion 74 
times between 1984 and 
1986, scoring five goals in 
the top flight as he linked up 
iwith ex-Coventry star 
Steve Hunt. He died at his 
Devon home on Monday. 

Remembered for his 
combative style and beard, 
Grealish was signed by 
Hawthorns boss Johnny 
Giles from Brighton, who he 
captained as 1983 FA Cup 
final runners-up against 
Manchester United. 

An Albion spokesman 
said: “Albion are saddened 
to hear of the passing of 
former midfielder Tony Gre¬ 
alish.” 

After spells at Manches¬ 
ter City and Rotherham, 
Grealish finished his league 
career with the Saddlers.
